MONROVIA TRUSTEES PLAN TO 
REMEDY DEFECT COMMON TO 
CALIFORNIA CITIES 

Sierra Madre citizens Would do well 
to consider carefully the follow ing ar¬ 
ticle from thi' Monrovia News regard¬ 
ing improvement plants which could 
he profitably duplicated in Sierra .Ma¬ 
dre: 

1 irdinarily. the work of civic lm- 
provenu nt is a slow and tedious pro¬ 
cess A tree is planted today, a lilt of 
street improved next month, a block 
of sidewalk laid the following year. 
Such methods arc all very well, Bay 
the Monrovia trustees, Imt better re¬ 
sults can be obtained if the whole 
tiling is done at once. In accordance 
with this belief. Monrovia's city fath¬ 
ers. In co-operation with City Kugl- 
neer Henry Gh rllch, have Just recom¬ 
mended a lit le job of sidew alk building 
that will make some of our neighbor¬ 
ing municipalities sit up ami take no¬ 
tin' oi‘ the Gem of the foothills. The 
"little Job" before mentioned consists 
of the construction of about 12VJ miles 
of sidewalks, the work to lie done un¬ 
der the Vrooman act, the charges be¬ 
ing paid by the property owners, pro 
rata.

Computation 
of losses In the southern and northern 
reserves > ari not he made on any com¬ 
mon basis. in the northern timber 
country the loss can he pretty closely 
calculated in terms of hoard feet, and 
thus In dollars. But how can the loss 
lie calculated when lire denudes 1,0011 ; 
acres of brush covered watershed here I 
in the south? In itself the brush is! 
not marketable, and it may 
tiling is consumed that has 
value. Thus to a man 1,000 miles away 
it may seem there is no need or main¬ 
taining an expensive lire lighting force 
In the Angeles reserve. But to those 
who realize the relation of that brush 
covering to the water supply of a 
large territory the need is evident. The 
lire loss falls not on the reserve hut 
mi tlie territory dependent on it for 
water. It may actually amount to 
more than the loss from the burning 
over of an equal area of timber, lienee 
the policy of cutting down allowances 
for protection of the southern reserves 
below those in the north appears to 
lie grossly unjust. Giving all due cre¬ 
dit for what has hern accomplished, 
the forest service should not lose sight 
of the fact that the so-called "mini¬ 
mum ' losses in the south have been 
pretty heavy.

TRYING NEW 
TAX SYSTEM 
AT BERKELEY 

After seven ''years of studying the 
tax problem, City^ Assessor Harry J. 
Squires has originated''*.modified sin¬ 
gle tax system, which he believes will 
go a long way toward solving this per¬ 
plexing question for Berkeley. The 
first step toward inaugura^t; the new 
system into this municipality was tiVk- 
en recently when work was comman^J 
"ti tie- assessment rolls f>»r tlie IscJ® 
year of 1913-14. Assessor Bquidfcj is 
not a single taxer, hut lias arr^^Bd a 
modified system whereby lie exc^Hs to 
finally hold the assessments qJr land 
at 75 per cent of its value ana build¬ 
ings and improvements at 25 per cent, 
ill addition to tne rapidly increasing 
value of property the assessed valua¬ 
tion will be automatically increased 
several thousand dollars on account of 
the numerous unimproved lots in the 
city. ? _ _ - ___ 

K will be several years before the 
system becomes entirely in force. It 
is being started by assessing both the 
land and improvements at «0 per cent 
of their value, in accordance with the 
general system in use throughout the 
state, and each year the assessed valu¬ 
ation of the land will be increased 10 
Per cent, and the improvements de¬ 
creased. This will continue year after 
year until the desired schedule of 75 
and 25 per cent is reached. 

Somewhat Like Vancouver 

In some respects the plan is like that 
used so successfully in Vancouver and 
recently adopted In Pittsburg, it dif 
fers in not going so far as to exemp 
improvements entirely.

REBUILDING A REFRIGERATOR 


By Making It Into Vacuum Bottle Ice 
Will Be Saved. 

During the winter when the refrig¬ 
erator is not in use might be rebuilt 
for the summer time in the following 
manner, which will result in a great 
improvement and will more than repay 
the work done. The principle upon 
r which this change is made is that of 
the vacuum bottle, two walls inclos¬ 
ing a spnce exhausted of air. 

To apply this plan to the refrigera¬ 
tor it is only necessary to remove the 
Inner wall tilling, which usually con¬ 
sists of sawdust or asbestos, nnd then 
cover the box, both inside and outside, 
with sheet metal, such as tin or zinc, 
preferably the latter, soldering nil 
joints so that an absolutely air tight 
space is procured. The doors are re¬ 
built In the same manner. After this 
is completed cut n hole leading Into 
the space between the walls and Insert 
a short tube with a valve or some oth¬ 
er means to keep the air from entering 
after It has been exhausted by means 
of an air exhaust pump. 

If the covering has been perfectly 
made and the air thoroughly exhaust¬ 
ed the ice will melt very slowly unless 
the doors are opened unnecessarily or 
heated articles placed Inside. The on 
tire refrigerator Is now similar to a 
large vacuum bottle.

Lewes iu the Chemical World pr« 
diets that the waning supply of gaso 
line will very soon force the use of 
alcohol denatured with 10 per cent of 
benzol. This will be safer, more pleas¬ 
ant to use nnd sweeter in exhaust than 
the gasoline of today. Though the 
calorific value of this mixture is only 
six-tenths that of “petrol" or gasoline, 
the higher compression possible and 
increased explosive range will make it 
the Ideal motor spirit. Renzol itself Is 
being seriously considered as a substi 
tute. It is 12 per cent more powerful 
in running than gasoline, and English 
coke oven plants yield N.(MX>,000 gallons 
as a byproduct. The commercial prod 
act. containing, as it does, 150 grains 
of sulphur per gallon, needs careful 
purification for motor use.

IN EFFECT 


Sugar as a Surgical Antiseptic. 

It has loug been known that sttjar 
was a disinfecting and preservative 
agent. The fact is even said to have 
been mentioned by Galen. But It Is 
rather novel to learn From La Uevue 
that an eminent German surgeon. Dr. 
George Magnus of Munich, who is fa 
minis as a traumatologist, recommends 
It strongly as a dressing for wounds. 
All saccharine substances are good, but 
pure cane sugar or beet sugar Is best. 
Its disinfecting and sterilizing qiiali- 
ties are excellent. It Is not injurious 
to the blood, as has been wrongly be¬ 
lieved, and Is a better preventive of 
putrefaction nnd contamination by 
microbes than ordinary medical anti 
septics. 


A CERTAIN young woman, who 
is fortunate enough to have 
much leisure time at her com¬ 
mand and, In addition. Is pos¬ 
sessed of an exceedingly kind heart, 
has evolved a new way of consuming 
a portion of the first with the entire 
approval of the second of these. She 
was telling some friends about it re¬ 
cently. They had missed her from 
their circles and asked for an explanii 
tion. 

“Well, girls," she said, “there renlly 
isn't much to explain. Some time ago 
I visited a friend In the hospital sev¬ 
eral times. I spent some time with her 
each day, and 1 noticed with surprise 
how many sufferers there were who 
had no one come to see them They 
were probably persons in n strange 
city when taken ill or they had no rela¬ 
tives and their friends neglected them 
“1 felt terribly sorry for them, lying 
there lonely and almost forsaken, espe¬ 
cially at a time when they stood most 
in need of friendly attentions Accord¬ 
ingly 1 asked the head nurse If 1 
might come at the regular visiting time 
nnd visit one of the friendless patients 
each day, reading to them or chatting, 
just as they preferred. 1 explained 
that I did not want my visit to be re¬ 
garded like that of n charity officer, 
but, rather, I wanted each patient to 
feel it was more peaceful than that; I 
wanted to visit one person each visit¬ 
ing day nnd devote the time to that 
person nlone and not hustle through 
and see how many I could see in one 
visit That, it has seemed to me. Is 
always the trouble with general hos¬ 
pital visiting. 

“The nurse agreed and permitted me 
to come on every visiting day and rend 
or chat with those who were convales¬ 
cing. Accordingly I have gone at least 
twice each week, nnd It has delighted 
me beyond words to see how pleased 
the patients were to receive me. More¬ 
over, I must say that I felt myself ns 
if I were doing a lot of good in the 
world. Perhaps I felt that I was doiug 
more than I really was accomplishing, 
but the feeling is a very nice one. just 
the same.” 


Violet Light Destroys Germs. 

The mercury vapor lamp is claimed 
by Herr Otto Haase to be as effective 
as a sterilizer of underclothing as in 
treating water, The ultra violet rays 
produce ozone, nnd this destroys all 
disease germs without Injuriously af¬ 
fecting tlie textile materials In any 
way. 

In the experiments made not less 
than thirteen of the most virulent dis¬ 
ease bacilli were present, all of them 
being totally destroyed by exposure to 
the light rays fur periods ranging from 
five to sixty seconds. 


Seasoning Timber. 

A French process of “electrocuting" 
timber is declared to give perfect sea¬ 
soning In a single night. With lead 
plate electrodes on each side the tim¬ 
ber is placed in a solution containing 
10 per cent of borax. 5 per cent of 
resin and a little soda, and application 
of the current expels the sap and fills 
the wood cells with the borax nnd 
resin. 


Holder For Round Stock. 

A useful tool for holding round stock 
by hand while grinding on a water 
stone can be easily made by cutting a 
V notch In the end of a suitable piece 
of metal. Revolving the stock with 
one hand and pressing it against the 
wheel with the V shaped tool results 
Jn a iietter job and Is a safer way 
usual one.
